WASHINGTON, March 1—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, whose far-flung lending ac- 
tivities are under inquiry by the 
Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee, has given the commit- 
tee a list of 12 former officials 
and employes who quit the agency 
to take jobs with various railroad 
companies which, in some cases, 
were RFC borrowers at the time, 
it was learned today. 

The list was compiled at the re- 
quest of Committee Chairman 
Charles W. Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, who will head a five- 
man subcommittee to inquire into 
all phases of the agency's opera- 
tions. 

Although a Republican, Senator 
“Tobey on his record is expected 
to pursue a strictly non-partisan 
public investigation of hitherto 
hush-hush transactions of RFC, 
created 15 years ago in the ad- 
ministration of President Herbert 
Hoover. Jesse H. Jones was RFC 
chairman from 1933 to 1939, and 
administrator of the Federal Loan 
Agency from 1939 to 1942, with the 
overlapping role of Secretary of 
Commerce. 

Jones ruled the RFC with an 
autocratic hand. Although period- 
ic reports were made to Congress, 
as required by law, reporters 
found the going tough in seeking 
‘ detailed information. Spokegmen 
for the RFC explained at the time

Jones is expected toe 
be a key witness when the sub- 
committee holds public hearings 
later this month. 

Information Requested. 


Senator Tobey has asked the 
RFC also for: 

1. A list of all former RFC 
directors and employes who left 
the agency to take posts with 
business firms who had  bor- 
rowed money from the RFC. 

2. Total amount of loans 
made, collateral held against 
loans, profite and losses of the 
agency. 

3. Present total of financial 
resources available for loans. 

4. A list of past loans that 
have “gone sour.” 

5. A list of the corporations 
which are owned or controlled 
by the agency as a result of its 
lending activities. 


6. A list of all 
owned by the RFC, 


The detalled scope of the in- 
quiry is shown by the attention 
being given by the committee to 
just one phase—Government loans 
to railroads. This recalls an issue 
raised by Burton K, Wheeler 
Dem., Montana, then a Senator 
who in August, 1945, charged that 
onetime RFC officials and em- 
ployes had exerted influence 
within the agency in favor of 
Government loans to the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, in order to 
obtain “advantageous employ- 
ment” with the Baltimore & Ohio 
later. The charges were denied 
by the RFC and the railroad. 

In the wake of Wheeler’s asser- 
tions, Roy B. White, president of 
the railroad, wrote Wheeler re-

TRUMAN. FINISHES 
WRITING SPEECH HE 
WILL MAKE IN WACO! 


Orders Bags Packed for 3- 
Day Good Will Visit 
to Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP) 
—President Truman today fin- 
ished writing a major speech he 
will deliver at Waco, Tex., next 
Thursday and ordered his bags 
packed for a three-day good will 
visit to Mexico. bas 

Despite snow and rain here, the 
White House announced tonight 
that the President plans to take 
off at 8 a.m. Sunday for Grand- 
view, Mo. and a visit with his 
94-year-old mother en route to 
Mexico. He will.fly south early 
Monday morning. His mother is 
abed withja fractured hip. 

The Waco address, Which will 
deal with foreign and domestic, 
affairs and require 25 minutes to 
deliver, will be made Thursday 
at noon (St. Louis time) on the 
President's return flight from 
Mexico City. Truman will receive 
an honorary degree at Waco from 
Baylor University, 

The flight to Mexico will take 
Truman out of the United States 
for the first time since August, 
when he cruised to Bermuda on 
& vacation. In Mexico he will be 
the guest of President Migwel Ale- 
man and will fly over the volcano 
Paricutin. 

Two programs in connection 
with the President's visit will be 
broadcast Monday by Mexican sta- 
tions and by the National Broad- 
casting Co. and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, One to mark 
Truman's arrival will be at 9:45 
a.m. St. Louls time, The other, 
at 8:15 p.m., will include messages 
of felicitation between ‘the peoples 
of Mexico and the United States,

Stations which will be strike- 
crippled unless wage demands are 
met are’ KMOX, KXOK and 
KWK, Sterling Harkins, president 
of the local union, announced. 
Station KSD, which has a con- 


tract with the union to April 5, 
is not involved at present, but 
negotiations for a new KSD con- 
tract will begin this week, Mar- 
kins said. 

Contracts with the three sta- 
tions have expired, and a 30-day 
strike notice filed with the Fed- 
eral Government for KMOX ‘em- 
ployes also has expired, Harkins 


said. The union has demanded an |’ 


increase in base pay from $55 a 
week to $85 for announcers, and 
a 35 per cent increase for actors 
and singers. The latter have a 
wide pay variation. 

Station managements h ave 
made unsatisfactory counter of- 
fers, Harkins asserted, and a fed- 
eral conciliator was called into 
the negotiations in an effort to 
avert a strike. Harkins said the 
strike action has the support’ of 
the international union and the 
Central Trades & Labor Union. 

Engineers and musicians em- 
ployed by the radio stations have 
anti-strike provisions in their con- 
tracts, Harkins said, but the ques- 
tion of their crossing picket ‘lines 
will be raised if the strike takes 
place.

* The presence of cats in public 
places where food is served is “an 
interesting admission that rats 
are also allowed to exist there,” 
Dr. J. F. Bredeck, city health 
commissioner, told the  Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, in ruling that 
cats as well as rats must be elimi- 
nated from such places by April 


21, 

Expressing surprise at a “cer- 
tain kind of public attitude” that 
insists on regarding cats as ex- 
empt from ordinary health meas- 
ures because of ‘their status of 
household pets, Dr, Bredeck said 
that, in the unsentimental eyes of 
Health Department officials, cats 
and rats are part and pamel of 
the same conspiracy against health 
when they are permitted to roam 
around where there is food. 

A city ordinance passed in 
March, 1946, gave owners of public 
eating places one full‘ year to com- 
ply with health requirements. 
Places not complying by April 21 
will be given C ratings. Restaur- 
ants, thereafter, must qualify for 
A or B ratings or be closed within 
80 days.

NANKING, March 1 (AP) — 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 


took over the premiership of 
China tonight and appeared to be 
heading his people toward all-out 
war to settle the Communist ques- 
tion once and for all. 

Chiang assumed the premiership 


eight, hours after his brother-in- 
law, 'T. V. Soong, suddenly re- 
signed in the face of sharp criti- 
cism in the Legislative Yuan of 
his economic policies. 

With Communist delegates under 
orders to get out of government 
territory before Wednesday and 
the armies of both factions ma- 
neuvering for decisive battles on 
fronts .stretching from central 
China to the heart of Manchuria, 
Chiang assumed complete powers 
in the government at a time when 
China’s future appeared to be at 
stake. 

Government Broadened. 

Many quarters predicteda major 
shake-up in the government, pos- 
sibly an anti-Communist coalition 
including minority parties. 

(The United Press said the Gov- 
ernment had announced a broad- 
ening of the political base of its 
legislative, supervisory and de- 
Hberative branches. It named 81 
third party representatives to the 
Legislative Yuan, the Control 
Yuan and the People’s Political 
Council,

R. J.. Thomas Tells House Group Red Issue 
Is Not Factor in Strike—Assails 
Harold W. Story. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (UP) 
—R. J. Thomas, vice president of 
the CIO United Auto Workers, 
told Congress today that Harold 
W. Story, vice.president of the 
strike-bound Allis-Chalmers plant 
at Milwaukee, is a liar. 

Thomas, appearing before the 
House Labor Committee to defend 
UAW Local 248 against charges 
by Story and other company of- 
ficere that it is Communist-domi- 
nated, said of Story: “He lies con- 
stantly.

“IT have never met a man who 
is worse in labor: relations than 
Mr. Story” said Thomas, “and I 
have met and dealt with thou- 
sands of people.” 

Thomas said the company raised 
the “phony issue” of Communism 
to convince the committee “that 
it does not have to bargain with 
unions as do other companiae in 
the United States.”

SPRINGFIELD, I Ill, March 1 
(AP).— Taxicabs were the only 
means of public transportation in 
snow-covered Springfield today as 
a contract dispute left the state 
capital .of 80,000 without bus serv- 
ice for a second day.

She wae first to introduce a bill 
to give women citizenship through 
naturalization, rather than allow- 
ing them to become citizens of 
this country on the strength of 
marriage to an American, Her 
bill was introduced in 1917, but 
did not become law for several 
years. 

Summing up the progress of 
women in the last 30 years, Mise 
Rankin believes that voting privi- 
leges gave the home makers a 
voice in the government, and this 
started the claiming of many 


However, she says, women must 
take a ape deeper interest in 
the workings of their government, 
poth as women and as citizens, to 
bring an equal status for women. 

Mies Rankin served as Congress- 
woman-at-large from Montana in 
the Sixty-fifth Congress, 1017-1918, 
and sought a Senate seat but was.

Planting Time 
Near for First 
Garden Hotbeds 


By THE GARDENER 
Seeds of tomatoes, cabbage, pep- 
pers, cucumbers and watermelons, 
as well as of other tender vegeta- 
bles and flowers, may be sown in- 
doors or in hotbeds almost any 
time ,now. 

Seeds may be sown in standard 
seed flats, in pots, or in such 
equipment as cigar boxes that 


have been perforated for drainage, 
Plant bands may be used in con- 
junction with flats or cigar boxes. 
If seeds are started in plant bands, 
and grown one plant to a band, 
full-sized plants will be produced 
without transplanting, and trans- 
ferring to the garden is facilitated. 
One will have considerably less 
loss of plants when setting out in 
the garden. (There are also avail- 
able cardboard self-watering seed 
starter sets, but they are intended 
for germination only, and seed- 
lings must be transplanted from 
such starters into regular garden 
flats or into pots, as soon as the

“Most of our members already 
compete with the University of

ing them in our conference would 
make representative schedules 


jmuch easier and give us a better 


balanced organization.” 

Shirky said that Colorado's aca- 
demic standing and athletic pro- 
gram met with the “high stand- 
ards maintained by the Big Six 
conference.”

Marshall Will Go 


To Moscow ‘Unarmed.’ 


So far as strength in hand is concerned, 
Secretary Marshall goes to Moscow as de- 
fenseless as a Texas Ranger without a six- 
gun in a nest of cattle rustlers. In terms 
of armament, aviation and troops, the United 
states is holding on in Europe by no more 
than an eyelash. Even that is in danger 
of being plucked, with Republican proposals 
in Congress for slashing the 1948 Army and 

' Navy budget. 

For reasons of its own, France is bitterly 
hostile to German unification. There is talk 
of a bargain under which the Quai d'Orsay 
would support the Kremlin on reparations 
and boundaries in return for the internation- 
alization of the Ruhr. With industrial crises 
at home and an empire tumbling down about 
its ears, the United Kingdom may well be 
uncertain as to'its path in Germany. The 
British are sure of at least one thing—that 
whateter the United States may do, Russia 
is in Europe to stay. 

Another probable associate has been lost 
through the Soviet veto of China's reiterated 
applications for a seat on the Council of For- 
eign Ministers. Participation was pledged 
to China by the Potsdam Agreement of Aug. 
2, 1945, over the signature of Marshal Stalin 
himself. Now the Russians object that China 
took no actual part in the European cam- 
paign. As a matter of fact, it declared war 
on Germany two days ahead of the United 
States. 

Will the sagacious and prudent Secretary 
Marshall be able to chart a course among 

- guch diplomatic maelstroms? Is there some- 
where to be found a workable compromise? 
If thoughts of the sort were afoot, the State 
Department, in advance of the conference, 
perforce remained silent. One was asked to 
remember that Gen. Marshall was the top 
American staff officer in planning the “im-

With Mr. Hoover’s counsel that Germans be 
given sufficient food for a livable standard of 
nutrition, there can be no serious argument. The 
whole German nation is, in a sense, the prisoner 
of the occupation authorities, and we have a 
humane obligation to guard against extremes 
of need. From the practical point of view, it ts 
cheaper to feed the Germans than to pay for 
policemen. ~ 

The pressing need, however, is to transform 
Germany as soon as possible into a nation that 
can support itself. A great deal more can be 
done to bring this about than is being done now. 
German agriculture is only partially revived, and 
is suffering from a lack of labor. 

Meanwhile, bands of able-bodied young men, 
former members of the SS, the Hitler Jugend 
and similar organizations, are prowling about 
Berlin, Munich and other: great German cities 
in utter idleness. They are completely willing 
to remain idle as long as they are fed. ; 

The occupation authorities should exert the 
pressure necessary to get as many men from the 
cities to the farms as the farms can use. Tolera- 
tion of vagrancy on a large scale brings into con- 
tempt occupation officials and the German gov- 
ernment agencies they sponsor. ? 

‘Much more important than eliminating va- 
grancy, the Allies should speed their plans for 
reorganizing the German economy, which de- 
pends largely on a solution of the problem of. 
the Ruhr and Saar valleys. The plan broached 
by John Foster Dulles, diplomatic adviser to the 
Republican party, for the internationalization of 
the Rhine Valley, met with general approval but 
execution of the plan languishes. 

Morally and ethically it is distasteful, to the 
point of gagging, to give the people who were 
the architects of the world’s present misery a 
higher nutritional standard than is enjoyed by 
hundreds of millions of our late Allies, most of 
whom were the pitiful victims of the Nazis. Mr. 
Hoover attempts to sugarcoat this particular pill 
by urging that the Germans be required to re- 
pay the grain loans in the next few years. It is 
well to impose such a condition for whatever it 
may be worth, but the prospects of payment do 
not seem bright. : 

One of “the objects of feeding the Germans 
is to keep Germany from going Communist; and 
the same motive should prompt us to aid some 
of our Allies. Greece is the prime example, and 
it is no accident that the matter of food and re- 
habilitation loans for Greece, and perhaps mili- 
tary support as well, comes into the news the 
day after the Hoover report on Germany. Greece 
is linked with Turkey in this equation, and the 
stakes, we are told, are the preservation of Brit- 
ish and American oil rights in the Middle East. 

A feeble and ailing Britain declares it no long- 
er can bear the multi-million-dollar burden of 
bolstering the anti-Communist Government in 
Greece and asks the United States to take over. 
But if Britain cannot spend a quarter of a bil- 
lion dollars in Greece, how can it put up the 
half-billion which the Hoover report allocates 
as its share in feeding Germany? The questions 
go in circles and the empty space in the center

1, Let the vacuum go and watch Communism 
take over in the areas abandoned by Britain. | 

2. Refuse to tolerate the vacuum and move 
resolutely into it with our own strength—a 
course that will require expenditures far beyond 
the largest budget anyone has envisioned for 
any peacetime year in the United States. 

3. Approach Russia for an agreement on an 
equilibrium of diplomatic and military influence. 

The last course, if it is available, is the one 
recommended by Walter Lippman.

Ever so often English fiction ‘writers, 
their tradition being what it is, turn out a 
long novel, filled with carefully drawn 
characters and crowded with incidents, In- 
ayitably the reader thinks of Thackeray, or 
it may be Dickens, or George Eliot, or Jane 
Austen. Because of some of his earlier 
books, Norman Collins has already been 
eompared to Dickens by British critics. 


Whether the characters in his new novel 
are Dickensian or not, they are credible 
representations of the people to be found 
in one small group of Londoners. About 
them Collins has written a tale of life in 
Britain's largest city, and though the inci- 
dents he relates are but loosely strung to- 
gether, interest never flags. The time is 
Christmas, 1938, and the next two years. 


Dulcimer Street is typical of what is to 
be found in South London near the Thames 
—a short street of once fine old houses, all 
made over now into rooms or suites for 
single lotigers and small families. Most of 
the houses are very respectable and quite 
shabby. Number Ten is both.

A Fascist’s Confessions 


KAPUT, by Curslo Maleparte. {&. P. Outten & Ceo., 

New York.) 

This book is keenly interesting. In the 
first place, it is a view of war-torn Europe 
seen through the eyes of a man who was at 
least nominally our enemy. We have been 
well supplied with war chronicles written 
by our own correspondents and soldiers, 
and by refugees. But this author is an 
Italian journalist, and so we approach him 
with sharpened curiosity. 

Furthermore, the 
form has had a tortuous history. It was 
begun in the Ukraine in 1941 and finished 
in Capri in 1943, Its parte were hidden 
and protected by peasants and diplomats. 
And it escaped confiscation by the Gestapo 
and the Fascists only because the author 
concealed it, on one occasion in the lining 
of his coat, and another time between the 
double soles of his shoes. 
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In the ‘third place, ‘Kaput” gives us a 


rare picture of upper-class European s0- 
clety during the war. Signor Malaparte 
had friends among the royalty and aristoc- 
racy of Europe. He was received easily by 
the Nazi rulers in Poland and Romania 
and Finland, He was close to Ciano and 
the powerful Italians who had cast their 
lot with Mussolini. With all of these people 
he gives us an intimate and valuable ac- 
quaintance, scarcely to be found in any 
other book to come out of the war. 


Intrinsically, too, the book justifies atten- 
tion. Though we begin it warily in view of 
Signor Malaparte’s connections, his appar- 
ent honesty soon makes us sympathetic 
readers. While he accepts the hospitality 
of the German masters of Poland, he 
amuggles food and money to the sufferers 
in the Warsaw ghetto. He does not at- 
tempt to excuse his people or their Nazi 
partners. Rather he seems to suffer a guilt 
complex as he persists in telling atrocity 
tales to his uncomfortable friends. 


Writing from Stockholm and Lapland, 
Moldavia, and Helsinki, Signor Malaparte 
shows the moral and physical disintegra- 
tion that accompanied the war even in re- 
mote parts of Europe. His record is grue- 
some and sensitive testimony of a civiliza- 
tion that is truly and deservedly “kaput.”

At atime when we are already beginning 
to forget what has been and to lapse into 
the “good old days,” “Gentleman’s Agree- 
ment” brings out into the open the great 
American weakness, the tendency, however 
unconscious, to duplicity, In a novel con- 
cerning itself with a young journalist as- 
signed to write a series of magazine 
articles on anti-Semitism, Mrs. Hobson 
shows us the forms our prejudices take. 


She shows how infinitely evil are those 
whose rote knowledge of the Bill of Rights 
is the truest, whose pledge to the flag is 
the loudest. She shows how subtly are 
planted within us the seeds which, with a 
little added nourishment, might bloom into 
deadly weeds of Buchenwald and Dachau, 
American democracy and the Christian re- 
ligion have a great common base in their 
fundamental respect: for the rights of the 
individual man, Both ascribe worth to man 
merely because he is man, the one saying 
man deserves respect as one of equal units 
in the body politic, the other that he de- 
serves such respect as one of equal chil- 
dren of God. 
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“Gentleman’s Agreement” is the story of 
the challenge put to our system by a young 
man, with his mother and his motherless 
child, when they pledge themselves to be- 
ing Jews for eight weeks. And though the 
brave, beaten family survives the test, as 
did few German Jews in Europe, the 
American system, like the German, weak- 
ens and crumbles under the weight of its 
own poisonous contradictions, 


It might seem, at first, that Mrs. Hobson 
was a brave woman to attempt such a dif- 
ficult task in this her second novel. Her 
reasoning may have been like that of « 
producer who realizes that a first-class ve- 
hicle will better carry third-rate actors. 


In “Gentleman’s Agreement” the charac- 
ters are not of flesh and blood, nor is the 
plot any more than an essential form about 
which the cloth is draped. Our hero must 
have a son so that readers may feel the 
impact of racial stigma upon the child and 
the father of the child; yet our hero must 
be wifeless so that readers may under- 
stand the problems concomitant with so- 
called intermarriages (and, incidentally, so 
that the story can have the necessary love 
intrigue).

Apart from the artificialities of mechan- 
ics, the book stands firm. It presents 
graphically and accurately the heartbreak 
and frustration of belonging to a minority 
in the world's most democratic country. 


Any reader who does not rationalize 
away his own weaknesses as he reads will 
discover in this novel devices by which he 
tends to perpetuate a theory of personal 
aggrandizement in spite of his mouthings 
of democratic and Christian sentiments.

Their grand strategy is to use 
Zionist Jewish influence in the 
United States to induce the United 
States Government to compel the 
British Government to turn over 
Palestine to the Jaws. At the 
same time, the Zionists are trying 
to force Britain’s hand in the Holy 
Land itself by helping Jews from 
all over central and eastern Eu- 
rope to make their way to Pales- 
tine-with or without entry permits 
and regardless of the immigration 
quotas, which. Britain has fixed. 

The United States, they say, is 
the only great power left in the 
world in which Jews can hope to 
exert effective political influence 
on the national government. The 
militant Zionists have, therefore, 
set out to do what countless other 
American groups and elements 
and interests have done before 
them and are atill doing—they 
are using their votes and other 
forms of influence to induce the 
adoption of policies by the national 
government which they favor, 

Zionists claim they “ control 


determine the balance of power 
between the two major parties in 
six states—New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts, Illinois, 
Michigan and Ohie. By control of 
these state, the Zionists believe 
they can sometimes decide the out- 
come of national elections. 


Leaders of both parties, be it 
said, are much impressed by these 
claims. They have vied with each 
other in bidding for the Zionist

Pressure Is Up Again, * 

The Palestine problem has been 
an ugly one for a full generation. 
There was some hope of keeping 
it under control, however, until 
Adolf Hitler seized power in Ger- 
many. Hitler’s appalling persecu- 
tions of the Jews created pres- 
sures which thus far have proved 
too much for Britain or any one 
else to control.” The pressure re- 
laxed somewhat during the war, 
but the end of the war sent 
the pressure up again, Once again 
numberless Jews strove in panic 
to find asylum in the Holy Land, 
egged on by anti-Semitic regimes 
in eastern Europe which wanted 
to get rid of their Jews and to 
make trouble for Britain and the 
United States, too, at one and 
the same time. 

This pressure came to a head 


within the world Zionist organi- 
zation at its recent conference in 
Switzerland, Asa result, militant 
American Jews took over control, 
replacing moderates. 

Thus Rabbi Silver replaced Rab- 
bi Stephen 8S. Wise as head of the 
United States branch of the world 
Zionist executive and member of 
the executive itself. In the same 
way, Emanuel Neumann, Rabbi 
Wolf Gold and Moshe Shertok all 
moved into new positions of power 
in the organizatien. 

Political Tactics. 

Under this leadership, Zionists 
have adopted the militant tactics 
that are the only ones, these men 
are convinced, offering any chance 
of success.

It was on these urgings that 
Truman issued his statement of 
Oct. 4 which British Foreign Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin has said 
wrecked the chances for agree- 
ment with the Jews and Arabs 
on a new deal in Palestine. Gov. 
Dewey indorsed Zionist aims two 
days later.

Obvieusly this has been a major 
concern of Moscow ever since 
those great offensives, under 
Marshals Koniev and Tolbukin, 
placed the Red Army’s watch on 
the Danube—from the Black Sea 
all the way up to Vienna, To 
reach Vienna the Russians paid 
a huge price in lives. The Krem- 
lin’s leaders frankly insisted they 
must have friendly and reliable 
governments in the capitals which 


|their armies had eleansed of the 


Nazis. 

The inevitable counterpart of 
that policy was to recreate Ro- 
manian, Bulgarian and Hungarian 


armies which would be equally 
friendly and dependable from the 
Soviet viewpoint, But it takes a 
great deal longer to reorient an 
army’s entire organization than 
it takes to change the balance in 
a cabinet containing only 15 or 18 
ministerial posts, This is why 
Communist indoctrination of the 
eastern Buropean satellite armies 
has been a long, slow process 
which as yet is far from finished, 


Reshaped. from Top. 


In Yugoslavia, Marshall Tito 
evidently had Communist control 
of his army well advanced before 
the war ended. But the other 
three Danubian states had all 
been enemy countries, Regardless 
of what political influence pre- 
vailed, their armies (like the 
French army) had to be rebuilt 
from the ground up. But the way 
such ‘a process really works out 
in a military machine is this: You 
have to reshape at the top in order 
to be able to rebuild from the 
bottom, Generals and colonels are 
the key men, 

This explains the transformation 
which has been under way, and 
steadily intensifying, for nearly a 
year or more in the Hungarian, 
Romanian and Bulgarian armies. 
The system used is modeled close- 
ly after the Soviet system which 
produced a politically reliable Red 
Army. 

Because these were former 
enemy states the size of their 
armies naturally had to be re- 
duced. Both the Soviets and the 
local Communist leaders profited 
from this circumstance. The Ro- 
manian Government, for instance, 
dismissed 7600 officers (includin 
nearly 2000 from the Air Force 
among a total of 20,000 officers. 
Those who were regarded as anti- 
Communist or “unreliable” were 
first to go. The same thing hap- 
pened in Hungary and Buigaria. 
The general staffs and high com- 
mands were automatically filled 
either with Communist officers 
or others who had shown them- 
selves pro-Soviet. As in Poland, 
the Russians saw no reason to 
take chances on Fascist-minded, 
reactionaries or Soviet-hating-mili- 
tary careerists, 

Officers Retired. 

Moving down from the top army 
level, the Allied Control Commis- 
sion’s order for sharp reductions 
in the Danubian armies’ size pre- 
sented a unique opportunity to 
“communize” the officers’ cadres. 
According to general report, the 
professional army officers were 
usually told they would not be 
retired if they joined the Commu- 
nist party. Due to extreme infla- 
tion in Hungary and Romania, 
these men could only live ‘under 
pinched circustances on their re- 
tirement incomes. Nevertheless, 
hundreds of career officers re- 
fused to become Communists, and 
retired. The weeding out of gen- 
erals and colonels was swift, In 
thé echelons from majors on down 
it had betn much slower, or 
scarcely begun, as of last autumn. 
Observers believe the process has 
still a long way to go.

“soldiers’ hours” were held. 
Courses of training for educa- 
tional inatructors totaled 3400 
hours in these four to five months. 
|. These statistics indicate the ex- 
ceptional importance which the 
Communist-dominated government 
attaches to to the “democratiza- 
tion” program, 


Newspapers Stressed. . 

As in the Red Army, the new 
Romanian military set-up greatly 
stresses the role of newspapers 
and unit publications, Newspapers 
for officers are listed as 214; “wall 
newspapers” at 1500, with 10 ga- 
zettes for larger units and 2862 
gazettes for the “Soldier's Corner.” 
The total number of copies, pre- 
sumably of all types of publica- 
tions, was placed at 1,000,000. 
These are in addition to the Ro- 
manian Army's daily newspaper, 
the Voice of the Army. 


The Soviet Army’s powerful 
daily, Red Star, is a tremendous 
morale builder as well as a unique 
propaganda instrument. Soviet 
occupation forces everywhere have 
their own separate daily papers, 
all most ably edited, as their Red 
Army daily in Austria plainly 
shows. The armies of the 
Danubian countries now have 
their own daily newspapers, 
‘modeled after the Soviet patterns. 


When you survey the indoctrt- 
nation programs of the new Hun- 
garian and Romanian armies, sev- 
eral conclusions are im ; 
First of all, it’s one thing to cre- 
ate a* high command which is 
solid with Communist and other 
reliable officers. It’s quite another 
to “democratize” all down the 
scale of officers and through the 
rank-and-file. 


Secondly, the speed and energy 
of programs for education, cul- 
ture and propaganda tegtify to the 
urgency which motivates this 
effort. Both the domestic Com- 
munist leaders and the Russians 
recognize that the Danubian ar- 
mies must be made as completely 
“reliable” as possible before Red 
Army troops withdraw. 


The third conclusion follows 
logically; namely, the Communists’ 
control of these countries must re- 
main incomplete—and subject to 
possible setbacks or serious diffi- 
culties—until the Hungarian, Ro- 
manian or Bulgarian armies are 
solidly reorganized and_ reori- 
ented. In the field of mili in- 
doctrination, the Danubian ™m- 
munists are working against time 
—the time when they must stand 
alone without the support and 
psychological presence of Soviet 
troops. Undoubtedly the task of 
these armies’ educational and po- 
litical instructors still requires 
much tithe. When Moscow agrees 
to fix a date for its forces’ with- 
drawal—and where that date falls

Y an odd stroke of fate, a pri- 
vate citizen and Wall Street 
lawyer will sit as one of Secre- 
tary of State Marshall's principal 
consultants at the conference of 
the Council of Foreign Ministers, 
which epens March 10 at Moscow, 
Thus John Foster Diiles is pro- 
moted to a national role shortly 
after he moved into the charmed 
circle of those who devise foreign 
policy for the Republican party. 
Secretary Marshall announced 
the New Yorker's nomination at 
a press conference this week, & 
explained that he made the choice 
after consulting with -Chairman 
Arthur H. Vandenberg of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee. 
Vandenberg decided not to attend 
the conference, and Dulles will go 
as substitute. “I am glad,” he 
commented, “to engage in this 
great effort, and as a Republican 
to evidence the continuance of bi- 
partisan co-operation to achieve a 
just and durable peace.” é 


He will not be accompanied b 
his younger brother, Allen Wel 
Dulles, though both have been act- 
ing directly and indirectly as brain 
trusters for the Republican ma- 
jority of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. John Foster 
Dulles is the public figure and 
spokesman of the fraternal team. 
Here, for the first time in all prob- 
ability, @he name of Allen Dulles 
is mentioned in this connection. 
During recent years his person- 
ality has lurked perforce in the 
shadows. But he is his brother's 
best informed and most trusted 
counselor om any—and it is 
about the difficulties of a German 
peace treaty that the Moscow con- 
ference will revolve, 


Possible Secretary of State. 


If Thomas E. Dewey had won 
the 1944 election, John Foster 
Dulles would have been his Secre- 
tary of State. Should the Repub- 
licans capture the White House in 
1948, he likely would have next 
call, after Senator Vandenburg, 
upon the ranking Cabinet post. 

The general public may stil) be 
unaware that Allen Dulles, from 
November, 1942, until the end of 
the European war, occupied a post 
which was the key of all keys to 
American intelligence inside Ger- 
many. He was chief agent of the 
Office of Strategic Services in 
Switzerland. After the Nazi col- 
lapse he headed the Strategic 
Services Mission to Berlin. Re- 
turning to private life in October, 
1945, he kept abreast with con- 
tinental happenings through cor- 


respondence with war associates | pape 


of a dozen nationalities. He is, in 
effect, his brother's listening sta- 
tion for Europe. 

In awarding him the Medal of 
Merit, President Truman testified 
over his ‘signature that Allen 
Dulles carried out his duties under 
“extremely hazardous conditions, 
despite the constan® observation 
of enemy agents.” Among other 
things, it ®as recorded that he 
supplied the earliest reports on 
robot bomb installations in the 
Pas de Calais area and on the 
experimental station for rocket 
bombs at Peenemunde. Praised as 
having “exceptional worth” were 
his secret dispatches on enemy 
troop movements and bombing tar- 
gets, and on the results of allied 
air raids on German ¢ities. The 
War Department, in a citation for 
the Medal of Freedom, credited 
fim with having negotiated the 
surrender of German forces in 
Italy. 

An Able Crew. 


In contrasts as well as like- 
nesses, the brothers form an able 
crew. They work together in 2g 
timate concert. Since 1927 John 
Foster Dulles has been the active 
head of Sullivan & Cromwell, rat- 
ed as one of the country’s topmost 
firms, in corporation and interna- 
tional law. Allen Dulles is a senior 
partner. Both are personages of 
outstanding intelligence, energy 
and decision. The elder is marked 
as an essential man of thought 
‘by tired and somewhat lackluster 
eyes, with the inward gaze of a 
scholar. His charming, impulsive 
and radiant brother is discernible 
at first glance not only as a man 
of actiof but a gay and flashing 
blade of derringdo. 

John Foster Dulles was 59 years 
old on Tuesday, the day of Secre- 
tary Marshall’s announcement. Al- 
len will be 54 on April 7. They are 
of the same height, five feet 11 
and a half inches, and of -approxi- 
mately the same weight, around 
190 pounds. Both wear specta- 
cles and have thatches of gray 
hair. In the face of each may be 
detected a pixie-like cast. They 
rejoice in the outdoor complexions, 
the spare, flat figures and the 
eager, muscular stride of athletes 
inured to tennis court and golf 
course. That is, when one or the 
other is not limping from gout, 
which is hereditary in the family. 


Statecraft pulses in their blood- 
streams. On the maternal side 
they are grandsons of one Sec- 
retary of State, John Watson Fos- 
ter. By marriage they are neph- 
ews of another, Robert Lansing. 
As chief of Benjamin Harrison's 
Cabinet, Foster brought about the 
annexation of Hawali. He also ne- 
gotiated the treaty which con- 
cluded the Sino-Japanese War of 
1894-95. One provision surrendered 
Formosa to the Japanese. Rather

Anti-Nazi Resistance.

sistance were laid by*the Kreisau 
Circle, with Count Helmuth von 
Moltke as chief. He describes their 
idea] as a form of Christian So- 
cialism, and remarks that “even 
today the proposals evolved 
these, men must be consideréd 
seriously by anyone concerned 
with the future of Germany.” The 
soul of the German underground, 
he maintains, derived “largely 
from the Christian impulse.” 

Already the mantle of semi-offi- 
cial responsibility has engulfed 
the senior brother. He no longer 
grants interviews to single news- 
rs. What he says in talks 
with individual reporters is avail- 
able as background, but direct 
quotations are permissible only 
from his formal speeches and 
documents. During such conver- 
sations he sits solemnly erect, 
often with the thumb of his right 
hand his temple and the 
fingers clasped around the back 
of his head, 3 

Sprawled in a chair, with a pipe 
between his teeth, Allen is the 
very spirit of outgoing candor. In 
ready answer to a question, he 
said: 

“Yes, naturally I tipped off Gen.

Traits of Paradox. 

If the texture of Allen’s being 
appears simple and forthright, 
that of his more subtle brother 
reveals traits of paradox. John 
Foster Dulles is a diplomat who 
no longer believes in diplomacy. 
He has seen too many solemn 
covenants swept down the wind, 
like the Versailles Treaty and the 
Kellogg-Briand pact. An exponent 
of “capitalistic” statesmanship, he 
is utterly disillusioned with dollar 
diplomacy. He has watched the 
United States pour floods of 
money into Latin America, with 
the result that today in his be- 
lief there is not a sound economic 
organism beyond the Rio Grande. 
Why? Because, he thinks, Ameri- 
can bounty has been delivered 
into the hands of small cliques of 
politicians. It never reached the 
masses of population, whose 
wretchedness and slavery were 
not relieved but intensified by our 


largesse.

thermore, it developed that the 
CAB actually contemplated only 
about 26,000 miles. 

The aircraft manufacturers did 
some hasty figuring. Lockheed 
had more than $2,000,000 invested 
in its “Saturn,” a two-engine 
feeder plane already being test- 
flown. Boeing had__$1,500,000 in- 
vested in its model 417, a two-en- 
gine ship not yet in the air. 

Both. companies abandoned the 
projects on the ground that if 
either sold all of the feeder planes 
necessary to serve 26,000 miles, it 
still couldn’t get back the invest- 
ment, Furthermore, by junking 
the planes immediately, they could 
recover some of the loss, through 
tax adjustment. ; 

Beech Aircraft has: been work- 
ing for some time on a “twin- 
quad” feeder plane, a 15-passenger 
design in which four small engines 
drive two propellers. It has not 
said publicly when this plane will 
be ready, but thus far there have 
been no reports of flight tests. 

One bright spot on the horizon 
is the Northrop Pioneer, a three-

The 
Bristol already has toured South 
America, the’ United States and 
Canada. Northrop will send the 
Pioneer as soon as it is ready.

The Pioneer is a combination of 
some of the oldest and newest 
ideas in aircraft design. Its fixed 
gear saves weight, reduces cost, 
lessens maintenance, provides rug- 
gedness, Its high wing contributes 
to easy loading. 

The. three engines provide the 
necessary safety margin in event 
of an engine failure, while reduc- 
ing the overall power which must 
be carried in two-engine planes.

Part Played by Salt in Human Health and 
Sickness Traced Through Radioactive Sodium

NEW OR S, March 1, 

WO kinds of artifical sodium, 

made by transmutation in 

atomic ovens at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., are in use at Tulane Uni- 
versity to study heart disease, 
high blood pressure and the role 
of climate on the salt in the 
human body, 

Both kinds of sodium emit 
radioactive rays, and both chemi- 
— @re exactly the same as the 
sodium in table salt. Their only 
differences are in atomic weights. 
One is sodium 22, slightly lighter 
than the table article, and the 
other is sodium 24, _ slightly 
heavier. 

Both can be made by transmuta- 
tion of ordinary salt. The heavier 
one can be made also by transmu- 
tation of magnesium. Both are 
temporary, changing back, not in- 
to salt, strangely enough; but in- 
to ordinary neon gas or into 
magnesium. The sodium 22, which 
changes into neon, lasts three-and- 
a half years before half of it be- 
comes neon. Sodium 24, goes to 
magnesium at the half rate in a 
little more than 14 hours,

Both ds of salt are dangerous 
because of the penetrating nature 
of their rays. The salts are kept 
in lead vaults. The staff mem- 
bers work with lead shields be- 
tween their bodies and the test 
tubes or other apparatus contain- 
ing some of the salt. 

The purpose is to learn thor- 
oughly the role of common salt in 
heart and vascular troubles, and 
also in good health. Although salt 
is one of man’s first-known chem- 
icals, it never has been possible 
to study salt’s action completely 
in living tissues. 

For example, in order to learn 
how much galt there was in some 
organ at any moment, it often was 
necessary to kill the animal. The 
tissues then were no longer living, 
and they were not in precisely the 
= state, and neither was the 
salt. 

The radioactive sodium enables 
technicians to determine the salt 
concentration in any part of a liv- 
ing body, at any moment, without 
killing the animal. This can be 
learned aiso of living. human 
bodies. : 

This is done by adding a minute 
amount of the radioactive sodium 


to ordinary salt. When such salt 
passes through the stomach and 
spreads through the body, it sig- 
nals its presence everywhere it 
goes by the rays emitted from the 
atoms of transmuted sodium 

The amount of the radioactive 
stuff necessary for this purpose is 
Yar less than enough to do any 
harm, The sodium can be detected 
when the radioactive fraction is a 
thirtieth of one billionth of an 
ounce, 

This work is called tracer tech- 
nique, It is sponsored at Tulane 
by the William Helis Institute for 
Medical Research, the Mrs. E. J. 
Caire fund for research in heart 
disease and the life insurance 
medica] research fund.

Vitamins in Air. 


Professor M. Meisel of Moscow 
claims to have proof that vitamins 
are exhaled into the air from 
plants. This has been found, he 
says, by observing microbes 
placed close to plants. 

The vitamins identified by the 
Russian as plant exhalations are 
B-1, nicotinic acid, the anti-pel- 
lagra vitamin, and para amino 
benzoic acid that has some effect 
on a few human beings toward 
turning grey hair back to or part- 
ly to normal color, He says he has 
observed such vitamin exhalations 
from growing peas but does not 
say whether C is the pea vitamin.

Safety is the product of eternal 
vigilance and those who seek it 
can afford no pride of opinion, 

Currently a war wages between 
advocates of two systems of land- 
ing aircraft in conditions of no 
visibility. Aside from the sheer 
merit of each system, many ex- 
traneous angles have been intro- 
duced. There are _ inter-depart- 
mental pride in government, and 
fierce competition among manu- 
facturers, and personal difference 
of opinion among pilots, to say 
nothing of air lines. 

: Almost Unnoted. 

In all the hubbub, another sys- 
tem has gone practically unnoted 
—air-borne radar, 

This is the same idea used by 
the Air Forces for bombing invis- 
ible targets, and by the Navy for 
night fighting. Recent improve- 
ments appear to give the system a 
phenomenal adaptability for com- 
merce, 

After flying some demonstra- 
tions of air-borne radar with the 
engineering staff of American Air- 
lines a few days ago, I have at- 
tempted to estimate the accident- 
prevention effect of various flight 
aids by applying the possibility of 
each in recent mishaps. 

G. C. A. (ground control ap- 
proach) would have had its share 
of triumph. I. L. 8S. (glide path 
procedure) would have contributed 
its proportion. Ajir-borne radar 
probably would have contributed 
most of all. 

During one afternoon of testing 
with air-borne radar, we used the 
device for a number of purposes. 
One of these was a series of land- 
ing approaches to runways with 
less than a 200-foot ceiling.

Another was an interpretation 
of ground topography lying ahead 
of the aircraft. In this test, we 
navigated, on instruments, the 
tortuous track of the Hudson ‘far 
beneath the crest of the hills, 
solely by radar interpretation.

In one instance, in order to 
study accuracy of the radar pic- 
ture, we flew directly toward the 
face of the cliff so close that only 
by an exceptionally sharp turn 
could collision be avoided. 

A third use of air-borne radar: is 
weather and traffic interpretation 
which gives the pilot an actual 
measuring rod of atmospheric con- 
ditions, He can see the dimen- 
sions and nature of a thunder- 
storm or an icing area. 

He likewise can see through one 
storm to another beyond, He can 
see an aircraft ahead of him 
through a storm, In short, a major 
use of air-borne radar is to pro- 
vide the airman with atmospheric 
pattern flying. 

Fallacious Objection. 

Objection to air-borne radar ap- 
pears to rest on the idea that it is 
just one more gadget for the over- 
worked pilot to watch. This is 
pure fallacy. Pilot pressure is not 
built up by mere multiplicity of 
gadgets but rather by multiplicity 
of gadgets which mislead pilots 
under certain conditions so that 
they have to check and double 
check continuously. Aids which 
never lie and which unmistakably 
forewarn in plenty of time do not 
build up pressure but rather take 
the pressure off. 

Nobody ever flew into a moun- 
tain because he wanted to. Air- 
planes hit hillg because pilots 
think they are somewhere else. 
As near as I can determine air- 
borne radar can do many of the 
dhings other aids can do, and 
many which other aids can not 
even attempt. |

One of the most serious prob- 
lems which will face whatever 
“responsible Indian government” 
takes over power in the great 
Indian subcontinent next year will 
be the problem of military se- 
curity. 
During the ninety years that 
have elapsed since the British 
crown in 1858 took over the rule 
of India from the East India 
Company, the Indian Army has 
been a separate and distinct mili- 
tary establishment. It has had 
three principa] missions: the de 
fense of the northwest frontier, 
where India faces Afghanistan 
and beyond that, Russia; the pro- 
vision from time to time, as ne- 
cessity arose, of expeditionary 
forces for use chiefly in the In- 
dian Ocean area and the Middle 
East; and the maintenance of in- 
ternal security. 


For most of the ninety year 
period referred to, the strength 
of the Indian Army was kept at 
& level of about 75,000 British 
troops to 150,000 Indian troops, 
officered by Britons, The native 
troops were drawn from the so- 
called “martial races” (Sikhs, 
Mahrattas, Rajputs, Jats, Punjabi 
Moslems, Dogras, and some others) 
with a proportion of hired Gurk- 
ha soldiers from Nepal, who are 
not Indians at all. This strength 
was sufficient to provide the ne- 
cessary frontier force and interior 
garrisons, and have four or five 
expeditionary divisions available 
when required.

Coast and North Central—have 
been decided. The board has cer- 
tificated 10 air lines for 11,528 
miles of routes in five cases and 
designated three carriers for 
around 3000 miles in the sixth. 

Of the 124 cities on the routes 
already certificated, only 30 are 
being served. The reason for no 
service in nearly all cases is lack 
of adequate airports. 

The same reason—along with 
lack of planes—accounts for the 
designation, rather than certifica- 
tion, of routes in the North Cen- 
tral case. Certificates, which run 
only three years, will be awarded 
whenever the new carriers are 
ready to start. Some manufac- 
turers say the three-year certif- 
icate policy has dimmed enthusi- 
asm in the new plane field, 

The area cases awaiting decision 
are Mississippi Valley, Arizona- 
New Mexico, Southeast, Great 
Lakes and Middle Atlantic.

After that war steps were un- 
dertaken for the gradual “Indiani- 
zation” of many units—that is, 
the replacing of British officers 
by Indian officers.

When 
World War II came along, recruit- 
ing was for the first time ex- 
tended beyond the martial races, 
to include all elements of the pop- 
ulation. Some 2,000,000 Indian 
soldiers were enlisted—all volun- 
teers—and many of them served 
with great distinction in the 
Southeast Asia theater, in Africa 
and Italy. Moreover the military 
production of Indian industry was 
built up—for example, India be- 
came the principal Empire source 
of small-arms ammunition. All 
these changes represented new de 
partures, 


Now the Indian government, as 
it makes ready to take over, must 
consider how it is to forge out of 
its military assets a sound and de 
pendable system of national secur- 
ity. The new Army—the Army of 
World War IIl—cannot be said as 
a whole to-.have inherited the 
stern traditions and unwavering 
sense of loyalty to the “Raj” 
which distinguished the old, small, 
tightly organized Indian army. 


Many of the old regiment still 
exist, but the men in them repre 
Sent cross-sections of the popula- 
tion and are affected by the com- 
munal strife which is tearing the 
country apart. It would, for ex- 
ample, be too much to expect 
Moslem soldiers to continue serv- 
ing the new Government in some 
distant part of the country when 
they heard that at home their 
friends and relations were being 
massacred by Hindu mobs—and 
vice versa. There is no assurance 
whatever that the new govern- 
ment can command the loyalty 
of any large part of the wartime 
army, or that the army will not 
simply dissolve in the confusion 
and bloodshed of a communal 
civil war: yet without an army 
the government cannot maintain 
order. The government might 
continue to hire Gurkha troops 
from Nepal—pbut. it would hardly 
acquire popularity by so doing. 
A return to the “martial race” 
policy could never be reconciled 
vith the expressed principles of 
the Congress Party, which is sure 
to have a commanding position 
in the new Government, 


Princely States. 


But there is one element in this 
difficult situation which, as far as 
the maintenance of internal secur- 
ity is concerned, may be of very 


great importance. As “The Wash- 
ington Star” pointed out edito- 


rially on January 29, the Indian 
princes are still in possession of 
great wealth and of considerable 
military strength. The princely 
states are not, Mr. Attlee tells us, 
to be compelled to accept the new 
Indian government as their para- 
mount overlord in place of the 
British Crown. Apparently, as far 
as the British are concerned, they 
will be left virtually as independ- 
ent principalities, subject to such 
direct negotiation as to their 
status as may take place between 
the Princes themselves and the 
new government, 

But if civil war comes to India, 
the new government may not have 
the force to constrain the Princely 
states.

Will Try to Turn 


Energy Into Solids | 
in Series of Experi- 
ments. 


BROOKHAVEN, N.Y., Mar. 1 (AP) 

EVERSING the operation of 
R u- atomic bomb, the Brook- 

haven National Laboratories 
will seek to create matter by chang- 
ing energy into solid substance, 
The laboratory, expected to be the 
greatest atomic peace laboratory 


in the world, will not be concerned 
with bombs or military aims. 


It is aimed at new machines 
that will produce two to three bil- 
lion electron-volts energy in the 
form of protons or other particles 
each as heavy as an atom 
hydrogen. 

The sponsors expect these vast 
energies to change — into 
protons, which are one of the unit 
masses of matter that supply part 
of the mass of all chemical ele- 
ments, and most of the mass of 
some of them. 

As the trustees met yesterday 
to consider plans, the creation of 
matter was announced as one of 
the .goals. 

Edward Reynolds, vice president 
of Harvard and president of the 
Associated Universities, the direct- 
ing organization of the labora- 
tories, explained: : 

“I want to make it completely 
clear that, in undertaking to es- 
tablish and operate Brookhaven 
National Laboratories under con- 
tract with the Atomic Energy 
Commission, we are seeking peace- 

- time uses of atomic energy which 
will prolong life and raise the 
standard of living of mankind.” 


The universities are Harvard, 
Yale, Columbia, Cornell, Roches- 
‘ter, Johns Hopkins, Pennsylvania, 
Princeton and Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 


The laboratories are 65 miles 
from New York City on a 6000- 
acre site of Camp Upton on Long 
Island. 

Construction is set to begin on 
the first atomic pile and on a 
“hot” laboratory, where split 
atoms and transmuted atoms will 
be tested. All are radioactive. 

The laboratories will begin with 
machines of a half billion to one 
billion electron volts. 

The work that will be tested 
with the “hot” products involves 
medicine, biology, industry and 
chemistry.

XTRA curricular activity has 

a slight edge over prescribed 
vending on at least four col- 
lege campuses in the 8t. Louis 
area this week. But it is all in 
a good cause—participation in 
the anfilual Red Cross campaign. 

Not many persons are aware 
that college studen imbued 
with a sense of responsibility to 
their communities and an aware- 
ness of their potentialities as fu- 
ture civic leaders, have adopted 
a Red Cross program compar- 
able to the larger one long con- 
ducted by ee elders. Certainly 
a reporter photographers 
from the Post-Dispatch did not 
know it until they made the 
rounds the other day of Wash- 
ington University and Maryville, 
Fontbonne and Harris Teachers 
Colleges, where Red Croas units 
are in operation. 

First stop was Fontbonne, 
spotiess stone structure ‘at Wy- 
down and Big Bend boulevards 
whose rapid growth is pushing 
St. Joseph's Academy into an- 
other building. About 50 of the 
350-girl student body are active 
in the Red Cross, although all 
pupils are enrolled. They learn 
tap routines to include in enter- 
tainmment for soldiers at Scott 
Field. They opllect and pack 
gifts, mainly health articles and 
game prizes, also for soldiers, 
and they care for children of 
working mothers at Guardian 
Angel Settlement. A representa- 
tive attended a college unit 
meeting in Chicago earlier this 
winter. 

Next stop was Washington; 
which has the first college unit 
organized in the mid-west and 
the largest in this metropolitan 
area. In colleges no campaign 
quotas are set, but at Washing- 
ton the unit set its own, $1 from 
each of 7000 students. Their 
campaign started a few days 
ago, not with the rally planned 
for Thursday, but with 400 earn- 
est solicitors, armed with cards, 
_making the rounds of the cam- 
pus. Alex Evanoff, enthusiastic 
campaign chairman, and Mary 
Henderson, capable unit head, 
have been heading pre-campaign 
sessions in Lee Cafeteria and 
giving pep talks to workers. At 
Washington a water safety 
course is offered to Red Cross 
workers. The unit has its own 
production staff and its .own 
motor corps to facilitate the 
moving of sewing and knitting 
supplies. 

T™ the walled building, dating 
from Civil War times, which 
houses Maryville College of the 
Sacred Heart, the only object 
of any sort in long spacious cord 
ridors is a campaign booth for 
the Red Cross drive. Eunice 
Brennan, who heads the unit, 
told the Post-Dispatch in one of 
the parlors, (where admirers of 
antique furniture and pegged 
woodwork would have a field 
day), that her Red Cross work- 
ers have twice entertained sol- 
diers at Scott Field and that 
Wig and Cue, school dramatic 
society, keeps skits on tap for 
future calls. Staff assistants 
go to Jefferson Barracks Hos- 
pital and St. Louis chapter head- 
quarters to do clerical work. 
The latest project at Maryville 
is a safety campaign, conducted 
within the school, with a spe-

His Assistants Picked Locks and Cracked a Safe 
To Obtain Evidence to Smash Nazi Spy Ring.

NLY the superintendent knew 

that the two men who came 

into the office building every 
night shortly before midnight, and 
then spent the next }three or four 
hours working behind the locked 
door of a -stuffy little room in 
the basement, were Naval Intelli- 
gence Agent Jack Larsen and 
Agent-in-charge Willis George. 


We were government burglars, 
Jack and I, But the employes on 
the night shift—it was a large 
office building in Chicago and 
half a dozen men worked on the 
elevators and elsewhere all night 
~thought we were engineers test- 
ing a new air-raid detection de- 
vice, 


Each night we found the little 
basement room bulging with bur- 
lap sacks, all properly labeled. 
They contained scrap paper and 
other refuse collected by the 
buliding’s cleahing staff from of- 
fices on the tenth and twelfth 
floors, There was a yg quan- 
tity of it but most ‘of it was a 
blind, We were interested only in 
the material from an elaborate 
suite on the twelfth floor, occupied 


- by Stephen K. Ziggly, who had 


come to this country from a neu- 
tral European capital ai few 
months before the United States 
entered the war, Everything that 
came from his office was ex- 
amined under magnifying glasses, 
tested Yor invisible writing and, 
if necessary, photographed. 


Ostensibly, Ziggly's business was 
banking and insurance, in both of 
which he had an international 
reputation. But American author- 
ities suapected that he had other 
and more important business, that 
he had been sent to this country. 
to organize and operate a Nazi 
apy ring. He claimed Austria as 
his birthplace, but was a natural- 


ized citizen of the neutral country — 


which had given him a passport. 
This and other papers were in 
perfect order when he arrived in 
New York; even if they hadn't 
been, a way would have been 
found to let him enter the United 
States. For the only way to trap 
him, ff he should prove to be a 
Nazi agent, was to let him show 
his hand here. He spent a week 
in New York, living ogg in a 
good hotel, then went to Chicago, 
where he signed a five-year lease 
on offices in this building in the 
Loop. Z\gely was a short, fat, im- 
portant little man without any 
curves on the back of his head. 
He had insisted upon extensive al- 
terations in his offices and the 
rearranging of the suite so that a 
visitor, to reach his private office, 
had to undergo the scrutiny of 
employes in four rooms, Soon 
after moving in, he complained to 
the building management that 
careless cleaning women had 
rulned a valuable document, and 
insisted upon employing his own 
cleaning staff. He put a particu- 
larly intricate lock on the door 
of hig private office.

about his office had increased 
© * our suspicions, we let him pret- 
ty much alone for several weeks, 
We wanted him to make his con- 
tacts, establish himself and get to 
work, We gave him a month; then 
we went to work. 

Tt was after survelllance, censor- 
ship and other methods had fatled 
to produce any evidence of espion- 
age that we decided to examine 
the scrap paper from Ziggly's of- 
fice. 

For three months we examined 
everything taken from Ziggly's of- 
fices and found nothing. But we 
learned a lot about him. For in- 
stance he was an _ inveterate 
doodlier and most of the doodling 
had to do with war, His doodles 
were nearly always neat little pic- 
tures of guns and ships, of air- 
planes and bombs; and occasion- 
ally there appeared among these 
figures a design which bore a 
striking likeness to a radar appa- 
ratus, and another which resem- 
bled a piece of laboratory equip- 
ment, Finally there came a night 
when we found, on a torn scrap 
of paper, half a dozen of the radar 
doodles and some words and frag- 
ments of words: 

“Important—rad—meet—im porta 
—arriv—" 

Subsequently, we learned that 
this jumble of words reflected 
Ziggly’s worry over the arrival of 
a German agent carrying informa- 
tion about American and British 
radar. At the time, the words 
seemed meaningless, except that it 
was obvious that they indicated 
the coming of someone whom it 
was important for Ziggly to meet. 
Who this person was, what his 
business with Ziggly was—these 
were facts it was up to us to find 
eut: and it was not the kind of 
information we could be sure of 
finding in a wastebasket. So, a 
surreptitious entry was. decided 
upon. 

In some articles this operation 
is called burglary, but when it is 
performed for Uncle Sam—as it 
was in some two hundred in- 
stances in which I was personally 
implicated—it is usually called by 
a $64 Word, or words.

To the building superintendent 
I explained that a search of Zigg- 
ly’s offices was a thoroughly il- 
legal procedure and a quite differ- 
ent matter from examination of 
scrap paper. I pointed out that 
if the entry was discovered, espe- 
cially if no evidence was found, 
the government would disclaim 
responsibility, The superintendent 
would face possible criminal pros- 
ecution, a suit at civil law _ 
loss of his job and reputation’ H

said; 

“Okay, I'll help you,” 

“Do you want money?” I asked, 

“No! I've got two boys over 
there. Just make it look good.” 

“It'll look good,” I promised, 

It was good, It is still impos- 
sible to describe in detail the in- 
formation obtained in the search 
of Ziggly'’s offices, But it includ- 
ed conclusive evidence that Ziggly 
had been operating a German

ITHIN a month, all of Zig-

My first 
task, as we have already seen, was 
to obtain the co-operation of the 
superintendent, The owner, who 
had previously been investigated, 
was also very helpful. He read- 
ily gave his consent to the entry. 
He insisted, however, that the 
searching party invent a reason- 
able excuse for entering the build- 
ing. suggested that the group 
take tho cover of engineers who

“All buildings,” I explained, “de- 
velop cracks at stress points from 
swaying, and the possibility of air 
raids makes it plausible for you 
to want the stress points tested. 
Also, using this cover, we will be 
able to shut down or control the 
elevators, and so discourage traf- 
fic in the building during the 
search. We will tell your night 
gtaff that the vibration of the 
elevators would affect the delicate 
testing instruments.” 

"Okay," said the owner, “You're 
engineers.” 


An investigation was begun of 
the five building employes on duty 
at night. One, whose background 
was not quite satisfactory, was 
transferred to the day staff. By a 
fortunate coincidence, he had al- 
ready requested transfer, Mean- 
while, our radio experts tested 
their ‘apparatus in the vicinity of 
the building and selected parking 
places, and two of the security 
men, in painters’ overalls, were 
sent to clean and paint the walls 
of the hallway just outside Zig- 
giy'’s suite, Two days later, the 
“painters” reported that they 
could identify all of Ziggly’s per- 
sonnel, 

Then my lockamith and T made 
a survey of Ziggly’s premises. 
Very quietly—for we knew that if 
Zigely were really a apy there 
would be traps-—the lock expert 
picked the intricate lock’ on the 
outer door, He had the door open 
in leas than 15 minutes, and imme- 
diately sat down on the floor just 
outside the doorway and began 
making a key. 

Working with a floor plan fur- 
nished by the owner of the build- 
ing, I sketched in all of the par-

titions installed by ‘Ziggly and 
noted location of chairs, desks, 
file cabinets and other pieces of 
furniture, All this was done in 
complete silence. When it was 
completed, I searched for traps. 
On a window-sill behind Ziggly’s 
desk I found a large suitcase 
from which a concealed wire ran 
to a base plug, I disconnected the 
plug and opened the suitcase, It 
contained a sound-recording de- 
vice with an extremely sensitive 
awitch. This awitch was thrown 
automatically whenever a word 
was spoken in the room and the 
sound, picked up by microphones, 
was recorded silently on film, 
YT R.: 

NE of the microphones was 
() ‘ouna on a shelf behind Zig- 

giy’s desk, and another was 
hidden beneath a small table in 
the center of the room, A cellaret 
in a corner of Ziggly's private of- 
fice, when opened, was found to 
contain a “burgler-proof” safe, 
Before leaving the office we made 
a careful check to be sure that 
everything had been restored to 
its original position. 

Meanwhile, the superintendent 
received a letter from the owner 
of the building, which he showed 
to his night staff. It advised them 
of the sway tests and directed 
them to assist. The owner ordered 
all elevators to be put under the 
control of the engineers and to 
reduce traffic in the building to 
A minimum, Three days after the 
preliminary survey, about one 
o'clock in the morning, our group 
of eleven men drove up to the 
building in several cars and a 
large enclosed delivery truck on 
which was lettered, ‘The North- 
west Engineering Company,” with 
a street address and a telephone 
number. Incidentally, we had 
taken the precaution to hire a 
small office at the address given 
with the name of the company 
lettered on the door, and the tele- 
phone number was listed in the 
Chicago telephone directory, The 
place was used as a cover for 
several operations, 

From the truck we unloaded a 
dozen boxes and suitcases con- 
taining not only the equipment 
necessary fer searching Ziggly's 
offices, but also instruments for 
measuring building sway. Nine 
of the men carried the boxes and

cases into the building. Two re- 
mained hidden in the truck-—-a 
radio operator with a‘ two-way 
radio set, and one of the security 
agents who could identify Zig- 
gliy’s employes. From a concealed 
slot in the side of the truck, the 
security ‘man had a good view of 
the entrance to the building. 


I approached the superintend- 
ent in the lobby as a stranger, 
showed him the credentials, in- 
cluding identification cards and a 
copy of a contract for the teats 
signed by the owner of the build- 
ing. I asked that elevator servy- 
ice be suspended until the testa 
had been completed, Two of the 
elevators were turned over to the 
“engineers,” though they contip- 
ued to be run by the regular op- 
erators, and the others were 
stopped. Carrying their equip- 
ment the search team went up- 
stairs, getting off at various 
floors and then walking up or 
down to the twelfth, Coats, hats 
and shoes were left in the ele- 
vator, and -the operator was told 
that even the thud of heels on 
the floor caused enough vibration 
to affect the inatruments. 


One of our men, with the key 
made by the lock expert, went 
ahead to open Ziggly’s door and 
make certain that the group was 
not walking into a trap. If he 
found himself in trouble, he would 
pretend to be a burglar and es- 
cape as best he could. But the 
way war clear. He entered the 
room, pulled down the shades, 
and turned on the lights, Then he 
disconnected the sound recorder 
which I had found ‘during the pre- 
liminary survey. At his signal the 
rest of us entered Ziggly’s offices, 
and each man went to work on 
his particular assignment. The 
radio operator established com- 
munication with the truck in the 
atreet, the cameraman set up his 
equipment in the washroom and 
the lock expert picked the lock 
of an office across the hallway, 
This was to be used if flight be- 
came nec Onaary,

T was well that the entry had 

been carefully planned, for some 

15 minutes after work had atart- 
ed, the radio operator in the truck 
reported one of Ziggly'’s employes 
had entered the building. Swiftly, 
but without haste, the men gath- 
ered up their equipment and re- 
tired to the room across the hall, 
and from there re-established ra- 
dio communication with the truck. 
In less than 10 minutes Ziggly’s 
office had been vacated, with 
nothing there to show that {t had 
ever been entered. Meanwhile, the 
two men left in the lobby down- 
stairs for just such a contingency 
were carrying out a prearranged 
plan of delay. One insisted Zig- 
gly’s employe identify himself to 
the superintendent, and waated 
more than five minutes telephon- 
ing empty offices, trying to find 
that official. The other security 
man went into a technical expla- 
nation of the sway tests, and told 
Ziggly’s man there would be a de- 
lay because before he could be 
taken up in the elevator, the test- 
ing insatrumenta would have to be 
disconnected. 

“You're interfering with impor- 
tant work,” our man complained. 
“We not only have to disconnect 
our instruments, but it'll take us 
half-an hour to connect them 
again after you've gone. Is your 
work so important it can’t wait 
until tomorrow?” 

“Well,” said the employe, “the 
truth is I’m not going to: work.

So he was run up to the twelfth 
floor, and the elevator was held 
for him while he unlocked Ziggly’s 

office and got his liquor. Then 
he left the building and was fol- 
lowed by one of our men until he 
had joined his girl in the bar. 


When the security man. reported 
by radio that all was clear, we 
resumed work, We didn’t know 
until later that Ziggly’s employe, 
befuddled by a couple of hours of 
steady drinking, telephoned Ziggly 
about four o'clock that a lot of 
men were prowling around the 
building with queer-looking instru- 
ments. All of which so alarmed 
Ziggly that he started immediate- 
ly for his office, , 
Meanwhile Ziggly'’s “burglar- 
proof” safe bore a manufacturer's 
notice that if the combination were 
lost or forgotten it couldn't be 
opened except with explosives. 
Nevertheless, our expert opened it 
in a little less than 20 minutes 
by manipulating the dial and tum- 
blers.

S the safe swung open, my eres 
A went to a sealed ‘package, the 

size and shape of which sug- 
gested a code book. On its paper 
wrapper I could read, in the pur- 
ple ink of an office stamp, “Re- 
ceived, 5:10 p.m., 
The date was yesterday. 
ently the courier delivering this 
package had arrived go near clos- 
ing time that Ziggly, knowing its 
contents, had thrust it unopened 
into the safe. Tomorrow, he prob- 
ably thought, would be as good as 
today for studying it. I made a 
detailed sketch showing the exact 
location of the sealed package, so 
that we could return it to its 
proper place and position, then 
took it from the safe and turned 
it over to the flaps-and-seals ex- 
pert who had already laid out his 
paraphernalia, 


At last we had the code book 
open and rushed it to the camera- 
man, who photographed each page 
and returned it to the flaps-and- 
seals expert who rewrapped it. 

While this was going on, we had 
discovered in the safe what looked 
like a trap-—a astring laid in sig- 
zag fashion atop a dust-covered tin 
box. Twenty minutes were re 
quired to aketch and measure the 
atring and to make sure that it 
didn't lead to something else, Then 
the remaining contents of the safe 
were removed and all ledgers, pa- 
pera, etc. were examined one by 
one by the evaluator. 

Everything judged to be im- 
portant by the evaluator, who 
knew four languages and used all 
of them before the search was 
completed, was sent to the wash- 
room to be photographed.

Some Advice 
On Home Care

He Dreamed of Peace and a Home of His Own 
But Now That He's Got What He Wanted, He Sometimes Wishes He Was Backin a Foxhole

back now with pe- 
culiar vividness how we used to 
sit around in mud, sand, tents, 
quonsets or foxholes and beef 
about the way a man had to live 
in war. 

We resented mess kits and K 
rations (with good reason), rain 
that couldn’t be kept out, bunks 
with six inches of clearance be- 
tween a man’s nose and his neigh- 
bor, heat, cold, wet, dust and 
spray. We resented having no 
place in the world to call our 
own except a foxhole and that 
subject to all manner of squatters 
including land crabs, lizards and 
Japanese mortar shells. , 


I recall that I yielded to no 
man in the excellence of my fox- 
hole architecture — the pride and 
apex of my career being the tin- 
roofed L-shaped double-ender that 
Sgt. Pete Zurlinden and I hacked 
out of Saipan’s flinty backbone. 
But even that was something lesg 
than a home — it’s privacy be- 
ing subject to invasion by a scat- 
terbrained goat that had nothing 
better to do with his time than 
play choo-choo all night long, 
ducking into one end of the tun- 
nel and gamboling along the 
length of Pete’s resentful frame, 
rounding the curve and scamper- 
ing the length of me. 


It was the smell of that goat, 
indeed, that moved me finally to 
the determination that if the war 
ever ended I'd have a home of 
my own — not sheriff-proof per- 
haps, but goat-proof come hell or 
high water. It was a feeling, to 
be sure, which grew mightily up- 
on most of Uncle Sam’s khaki- 
clad expatriates during the long, 
lonesome years of homelessness. 

Not everybody had a goat, but 
nearly everybody had something 
that finally pulled the trigger. For 
some it was the blind and nearly 
hopeless search for the other half 
of a pair of socks in the bottom

OAN LESLIE has been in spe 
J resatines a great deal since 

attained her majority—she “dm 
the 2l-year mark on Jan. 26. of 
last year-and all because she de- .

‘First off, she went into court 
and pulled out a surprising victory 
over the Warner Bros. getting 
a release from her contract there 
in a court decision that now is 
under appeal. Then she banged 
down her fist, legally, in an effort 
to make the Warners retain her 
starring status in the billing of a 
picture called “Two Guys From 
Milwaukee.” The Warners weré so 
incensed over Joan's escape they 
put out this movie with her name 
billed well below the “guys.” On 
this count she came in a bad sec- 
ond, So, in court tiffs to date, she 
and her old bosses are even. 

When Joan became 21 she an- 
nounced that thereafter she'd lay 
out the. course and steer the Joan 
Leslie flagship. Friends thought 
she was merely talking for pub- 
licity. Here was a quiet, docile 
youngster who never before pro- 
tested a role or any decision of 
the Warners. Almost overnight, 
she became a storming crusader, 
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In little more than a year she 
has: Left Warner Brothers where 
she began her movie career at 
15. Signed a contract with 
Eagle-Lion to star in “Repeat 
Performance” and to play her 
first heavy dramatic role (she 
shoots her husband in the opem- 
ing scene), Signed for a picture 
in England. Taken a course in 
bookkeeping. Bought an apart- 
ment house. Completed a per- 
sonal-appearance tour. Declined 
a lot of marriage offers.

ON'T let anyone make you 
p believe potatoes are more fat- 
tening than many other 
foods. Potatoes should not be 
eliminated from the diet of your 
family unless the doctor orders it. 
A medium potato (weighing five 
ounces) contains 100 calories. A 
large apple, one and one-half 
slices of white bread, four soda 
crackers, one large orange, two 
jounces of medium fat pork or 
beef also contain 100 calories as 
well as regular serving portions of 
many other foods which are just 
as fattening. Potatoes do not con- 
tain much protein, but it is val- 
uable protein. One medium po- 
tato contains one-tenth of the 
vitamin C, one-tenth niacin, and 
one-tenth iron that we need a 
Two medium potatoes eaten daily 
supply one-fifth of these needs, 

At this season, potatoes are ma- 
ture and contain little or no sugar 
which is most important for 
escalloping or frying. When ed 
tatoes are immature, or have be- 
gun to grow and show this by the 
white sproute coming out the 
“eyes,” they contain sugar. In 
escalloping,’ this .causes curdling 
and in frying they do not brown 
to a beautiful clear golden color. 
Instead they brown unevenly and 
the resulting color is not nearly 
so attractive, Now is a good time 
to make French fries, but with 
fat expensive, the more econom- 
ical method of oven frying should 
be used, 

Cheesy Cubed Potatoes. 

Six medium potatoes (two 
pounds), one-fourth pound cheese,

» REAT BRITAIN is engaged in one of the 
most crucial battles in its history. It is 
desperately fighting to overcome a major 

economic crisis that has been building up for 
more than 30 years. On the outcome will 
depend the nation’s ability to retain its position 
as a world power. Definitely at stake are 
British financial solvency and British living 
standards. 

The crisis centers on the current acute 
shortage of coal, basis of Britain’s economic 
life. Coal is the chief source of power for 
British industry. Its output is the determining 
actor in production of the exports on which 
ritain's economy hinges. Exports are vital 
to balance the imports without which Britain, 
self-sufficient in only a few needs, cannot live. 

Output of coal has been declining for 
years, because of exhausted mines, obsolete 
methods of mining, and a lack of manpower. 
Workers have found more agreeable and 
better paying jobs elsewhere. In 20 years 
coal production dropped more than 50,000,000 
long tons (2240 pounds), a decrease of one-fifth. 
At this winter's start, weekly output was 300,- 
000 tons below weekly consumption. The crisis 
was brought to a head early last month when 
Britain was engulfed by its worst cold wave in 
50 years, increasing the demand for fuel, tying 
up fuel transportation, cutting mine production 
to a dribble. 

Full impact of the crisis was felt by British 
people when the Government, to conserve coal 
stocks, drastically curtailed use of electric 
power. All but a few essential industries 
were shut down—leaving: 2,500,000 jobless-— 
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and home use of power was limited. But 
the roots of the crisis are far deeper than 
the immediate coal shortage. 

Since before World War I Great Britain 
has been suffering from an unfavorable bal- 
ance of trade caused by. growing excess of 
buying abroad over selling abroad. Although 
the nation was one of first to industrialize, its 
industrialists clung to old plants and old 
methods while new industry in other coun- 
tries used more modern machinery to produce 
in greater volume at lower cost. Britain lost 
business. Its national economy, therefore, 
became more and more dependent on what 
it could earn on shipping and foreign invest- 
ments, together with revenue from the colonies, 
to pay for Britain's excess purchases. 

World War I severely cut into Britain's 
manpower and financial resources—and 
thereby into its industrial production. After 
that war other European countries, the United 
States and the depression made further inroads 
on its export trade. 

World War II left Britain critically weak- 
ened. It had liquidated more than $5,000,- 
000,000 of its overseas assets to help pay the 
cost of war. It had lost almost one-third of 
its merchant marine. Two major offsets to 
its excess imports—shipping -and foreign in- 
vestments—were bicebe sorely hit. Loss 
through Nazi bombings of factories and homes 
hampered industrial recovery. In ‘addition, 
Britain had incurred foreign debts totaling 
$14,000,000,000 by the war. It had been trans- 
formed from a nation to which others owed 
money to a nation that owed money to others.

IKE a greyhound, lithe, long-striding Herbert McKenley 
of the University of Illinois is built to run. His specialty 
is the quarter-mile, a grueling race that demands the 

speed of a sprinter and the endurance of a miler. He 
possesses this combination, plus competitive skill—proof 
positive is in the trail of broken records left by his é ying 
spikes. 

Last June McKenley covered the 440 in 46.2 seconds, 
clipping two-tenths of a second off the officially recognized 
world record set by Big Ben Eastman of Stanford in 19932. 
In running 300 yards in 29.8, he knocked four-tenths of a 
second off Charley Paddock’s mark established in 1921. 
He has tied the world’s indoor 440 record of 48.1 and is 
getting close to Jesse Owen's record of 20.3 in the 220-yard 
dash. McKenley’s best so far is 20.6. He has smashed 
many meet records in the 440. 

A ‘native of Jamaica, British West Indies, McKenley 
is 24 years old, six feet tall, weighs 161 pounds. He is 
light-boned, sinewy-muscled. 

Secret of his stamina lies in extraordinary physical 
attributes. His heart, larger than ordinary, can stand 
extreme exertion; its unusual elastic kick enables it to 
pump. a tremendous amount of bloéd. His body can take 
in and quickly absorb a large volume of oxygen because 
his lung tissue is thin, his muscles have little fat to get 
in the way of circulation. This capacity to get oxygen to 
body tissue quickly staves off fatigue. His blood’s high 
alkaline content neutralizes lactic acids that flow freely 
under physical strain and cause the body to tire. 

Extremely fast muscular and nervous reaction is 
translated into running s through McKenley’s strong, 
resilient muscles in long legs that take perfectly balanced 
eight-foot strides. He runs with a free movement of arms 
‘and legs, and his spikes barely flick the ground when 
he goes full tilt. :
